Tae last number of the Indian Tea 
Gazetle which ins reached us containa 
some interesting information rogarding 
ten cultivation in Indin, founded upon 
official reporls, ‘The most important 
of these papors is that upon Assam, 
whero ten culture was first taken up 
in earnest by Englishmen, At the ond 
of Inst soar there wero 1,080 gardons 
existing as ngniust 1,017 oh the Slat 
December 1882, ond 1,058 at the same 
time in 1881, Tt is oxplained in the 
report that the variations in gardens 
are necounted for by differences in 
description, partly also by amalgamn. 
tions, new openings, closings and othor 
contingencies. Iu somo years a garden 
may be returned undor one name and 
in other years under several names, 
tho latter device being, we presume, 
resorted to excite curiosity in tho 
minds of buyers, in the hope that 
belter prices may thereby be obtained, 
Judging from ithe tables in which 
are shown the numbers of gardens 
opened and those that have been closed 
during the year, it does uot appear that 
there was any decrease in tho enter. 
prize of tea growing in Assam, Six 
gardens were closed and twenty-seven 
opened, the increase in acreage being 
44,560; and during the last six years 
the laud held by tea planters has shown 
an uniulerrapled incrense. ‘Thus, in 
1878 the total nrea of land held for ten 
cultivation in Assam was 587,409 acres 


























and in 1883 the quantity had riseu to 
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923,664 nores. ‘The yield of ten seems 
to have been erroneously returned at 
fifty-two millions of poands, which the 
Seoretary to the Chief Commissioner 
enys there can be no question is in- 
correct, and he adds that the tendency 
of the distriot reports isto show that the 
yonr was ouly in ono district said to have 
boon moro productive than its prede- 
cossor, ‘The ont-turn given by theIndian 
Pea Association for tho Brabmnpatra 
aud the Surm4 valleys was slightly 
ovor forty-six millions pounds of tea, or 
something like six millions less than 
tho ostimnto made by the district officers; 
in 1871 it was thirty-one millions of 
pounds. ‘The avornge yield of tea por 
acre of mature plant is, according to 
tho statistics employed in the Report, 
287 pounds in the Surm& valley and 
$45 pounds in the Bratmaputra valley. 
In Cnchar the average yield per acre 
Inst yer was 258 pounds, which tho 
Doputy Commissioner of that district 
says is vory low; and he adds that un- 
Joss the out-turn oan be iucrensed many 
gardens will havo to be closed before 
long. The lowest yield was in a district 
called Kamrup, whore it was only 179 
pounds per acre of cultivated plants; 
bat many of the gardens there are 
worked by natives who profer cheap 
manngomoni, aud consequently got an 
inferior return, It would be inter- 
esting to know what is the out-tarn 
per sore under the Chinese system 
of cultivation, but wo are afraid that 
difforonces in husbandry will provent 
any trustworthy comparison being 
made. ‘Tho cost of production is re- 
turned from Qnobar nt 80 rupees per 
aore, to which bas to be added uuas 
per pound for the cost of manufac. 
ture, but hitherto both the cost of culti- 
vation and of manufacture have been os- 
timated at much higher figures, In 
Silhet tho cost may be estimated at auy- 
thing up toa maximum of 190 rupeos 
an nore; but in this district the average 
cost seoma to have beon reduced from 
Rs. 71.8.0 in 1880 to Rs. 58.14.2 in 
1883. In several other districts that 
axe montioned, the cost of cultivation 
ranged from Rs, 40 to Rs. 120 per 
aore, while the charges for manufacture 
were from 4 to 6 annas’ per pound, 
We gather. from the Report that 
planters are doing everything they can 
to reduce the cost of working their 
gardens, and to get the Calcutta and 
. London charges lowered. When we 
tarn to the paragraph in the Report on 
tho profits of ue industry, we do not 
find that these were particalarly en. 
couraging last year. ‘he official list 
of Juint Stock Companies published in 
Calcutta on the 31st March, 1884, con- 
tains tho names of 53 tea companies of 
which number two companies made no 
return of their capital, or of profit and 
Joss. Of the remaining 51 companies 
89 showed profite and the othors showed 
losses on the year’s working. OE the 
profitable companies 26 obtained an 
ayorago roturn of 4.9 por cent, and 11 
losing concerns lost at the rate of 7 
por cent. por annum. Turning to the 





Inst Calcatta share list in our possession 
we find few tea compar quoted 
there the shares of which are at a 
premium, bat although the dividends 
earned have been in most enses inad- 
equate, in others they have been very 
good. ‘Thus, the Assam Company pays 
14 por cont. the Jetinga Valley 
30 per ceut., the Kuttal 20 por 
cent. and others 9 to 14, 15.and 18 per 
cont, Probably gardens that are worked 
by their proprietors are more profitable 
than these which are in the hands of 
directors and agents. 

The report on ten gardens in the 
Bengal Presidency shows that there wore 
277 of them in cultivation in 1888 
against 300 in tho previous year, but 
that there lind been a slight increase in 
the land under plant which amount 
in December to 49,758 acres. ‘The ap- 
proximate yield of tea from all the Bengal 
districts was about 10 millions of 
pounds, of which quite two-thirds were 
cultivated in the Darjeeling gardens, 
There the average yiold was 282 
pounds per acre of mature plants, 
‘The prospects of theso gardens nro re- 
forred to as, on the whole, satisfactory. 
InJulpnigoridistricttheout-tarn peracre 
of matare plants averaged 325 pounds, 
In the other and smaller districts the 
yield was from 84to 165 pounds per acre, 
A Ceylon contemporary writing upon 
the Assam Report, says that there are 
uo doubt estates which yiold 400, 500 
and even G00 pounds of tea an acre, 
but these are few aud far between, a 
for a gonoral average 800 pounds is 
rather above than below the mark, 
And it goes on to predict that before 
long Ovylon will leave Obina far be- 
hind as to quality, and run Assam 
a close race ns to quantity, ‘That wo 
shall see when we shall seo it. It 
is rnthor amusing to rend the high 
flown proplietical utterances of the 
Indian and Ceylon papers regarding 
the future of the tea trade, and taking 
these with the exciting annual compe. 
titors at Hankow and Foochow, it

‘I'he army, which 
was led by General So, was victorious 
in every detail, killing over two thou- 
sand Frenchmen, besides an officer

Ou the 20th inst. a battle took place 
at Laug-chia, Genernls Fang and Chou 
commanding. The French, under cover 
of dense fog, made an unexpected 
attack upon us, the result being that 
wo lost in killod and wonuded over 
threo hundred mon, ‘The fighting was 
most desporate-on both sider, When 
six or sovon hundred Frouchmen had 
boon killed or wounded the enomy beat 
‘8 retreat.

‘The writer, 
who died on 16th June in the Hospital, to 
which he had been admitted that very day, 
was at the camp of the Seven Pagodas. Ho 
said that he was anxiously awaitiug his 
liberation on 19th March, but that he feared 
he would not live until that date.

Why do they 
not place us before a firing party, and 
ina moment all will be over? It 
possible to make any complaint.” ‘The 
condition of the French forces seems to be 
extremely bad.—Another paper says :—

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LIFE HERE AND AT HOME. 


Tr bas been frequently aud very traly 
suid that life iu the Kast spoils a mau 
for life at home. The disadvantages 
to which persons living of the outskirts 
of China and Japan are exposed are of 
course andeniable, and it is to be 
presumed that the main objeot of uine 
mon out of ton in this part of the world 
is to have done with the East as soon as 
Forlane permits and to return for the 
rest of their lives to the old country. 
But experience proves that when this 
object is attained it too often proves 
Uiat its charm’ somehow is wanting, 
A man who has lived for any period of 
time between ton and tweuty yenrs in 
Peking or in Shanghai, for example, is 
apt to feel curiously aud unpleasantly 
like a fish out of water after the first 
impressions of arrival at home have 
passed off; an uneasy and dissatisfied 
seusntion gradually creeps over him; 
and he finds himself almost unconscion: 
ly wishing that he were back again in 
the vory placo that a fow mouths 
previously bo bad grown so sick of. 
In Chinn ho was ab any rate somebody, 
Bvon if not a public character he had a, 
vory large circle of acquaintance among 
whom perhaps he occupied a prominent 
position, aud his life was in most oases 
8 tolorably onsy if uot luxurious one, In 
the case of an official of raul the differ- 
onde botween his position here and his 
position at homo is particularly marked, 
Goverument House, or the stately Lega. 
tion, or even the not unimposing Con- 
sulate, whore for years ho has lived 
like a looal priuceling, is exchanged 
for tho obscurity of No, 10 or No. 11 
in au unobtrusive terrace in South 
Konsington, whore he remaius unknown, 
perhaps, to his noxt-door neighbour ; 
from being the lender of a Corps Diplo- 
matiquo he sinks at one step to,tho 
lovel of an ordinary citizen, and p 
through tho streets unrecognised aud 
uncapped. My lady, before whose 
arrival in a ball-room no ball was ever 
opened, fiuds herself in a back seat 
altogether when sho arrives in London, 
whore she is practically unknown and 
where sie can no longer hope to be a 
lender of sovicty. Aud ono’s ocoupn- 
tion is gone, too, Tho doar dolights of 
budgering the Yaméu or the Gaimisho, 
and of being badgered by bis nationals, 
the receipt of telegrams and despatches, 
the importance of the diplomatic con- 
forences, and the flattering domands 
for modiation aud support, aro all lost 
to the rotired Minister. His very scho- 
lurship is of no uso to him in London. 
‘The accomplished sinologue will prob 
ably never have occasion to utter or 
to read another word of his boloved 
Chinese, and the Iaboura of twenly- 
five years, though of use to him in 
tho Enst, are, on his retirement, as 
though they had never been, His day 
is over. Ho has been transplanted to 
an uncongenial soil, and feels that 
& desperate effort is required if he 




















is not to sink into a condition of hope- 
less rustiness. Then it is that he 
makes work for himself, aud, fastening 
upon those cherished subjects which 
are so familiar to him, writes articles 
for any periodioal that will pat them 
in. Some men in this position, indeed, 
men who have retired in the prime of 
life upon their savings and a handsome 
pension, fiud the inglorious ense which, 
after long striving, they have at last 
attained, so intolerable that they apply 
for fresh employment: anything, in fact, 
that will give them something to think 
about, something to do, aud eomething 
to be respousible for. Certainly there 
can be fow things more miserable for 
au aotive-minded man, who is accus- 
tomed to honourable work, than to 
wake iu the morning and feel that it 
matters not to any earthly soul whether 
he gots up or lies in his bod all day, 
Au absolutely idle, obscure, and object- 
loss life may suit some who bave never 
known the blessedness of work and 
are content to drift through life like 
animals. But to a man who has 
risen in the world by bis own ex- 
ertions and ability, who has earn 
ed the approbation of his Govern- 
ment aud the respect of his oom- 
patriots abrond, and who has made a 
position for himself of which be may 
be justly proud,—to such a man the 
enforced indolence of a retired life will 
simply prove uubearable, and if Le does 
not drift into a condition of premature 
sonility it will be because be has in- 
vonted work for himself, and, indepon- 
dent of remuneration, bas sot himself 
tasks which his long experince in the 
Bust has specially fitted him to per- 
form. 

‘And yet thre are very fow of us 
who would complacently look forward 
(o dying in harness abroad. ‘To seo 
the old country onco again is a desire 
shared by everybody. And this desiro 
is, we think, necentuated by one par- 
ticular condition of our life out hore. 
Taking Shanghai, for instance, which 
most persons consider, and with some 
show of renson, as the best place 
of residence in China,—what is the 
cause of that restlessness which nfiliots 
so many of the inhabitants? Muob, 
no doubt, is due to the depressing 
climate, and especially to the 
lorable and suffocating heat of sui 
mer. But this is not all. There is 
ono great thing Incking. Every ono 
must acknowledge that thore is a sense 
of imprisoumeut, oven here; and much 
more so i many of tho smaller ports, It 
is impossible, without a great deal of 
expense and trouble, to get a change of 
scone and a change of air for a few 
days or oven for a fow hours, How- 
over odious London may be—aud odious 
indeed it often is, with its noisome fogs, 
its frequeut rains, nud its constant roar 
—it is always possible to got out of it. 
A very fow minutes in a train will take 
one into a pure atmosphere and protty 
refreshing scenery, Tho heights of 
Sydenham and the invigorating breczes

No ono in moderately comfortable cir= 
cumstances need get so dendly sick of 
the street or eqnare in which he lives 
as dwellers in Shanghni are of tho tivo 
or three monotonous roads which form 
the ouly scene of their daily walks or 
drives. However dull a coutry town 
may be at Lome, there are gendrally 
some other towns within walking” die» 
tanoe, or picturesque villages, which 
will afford, at any rate, that great de« 
sideratum—change of scone. "Hore wo 
aro confiued within w girdle of unlovely 
paddyfields which atretoh for miles in 
every direction, The wearisome round of 
our restricted area sometimes beconies 
intolerable, and results in a wild wish to 
get out of it—to burst one’s bonds, aud 
fiud new soenory, a hill, or a field, or a 
glimpso of the sea, that is invisible 
from the Bund. If there wore not this 
feeling of practical imprisonment 
Shanghai thore would be far less restless 
ness, lees desire to go elsowhere, It is 
hoped that in conrso of time that will tako 
place whioh will roliove and supply this 
want, @ want so keonly felt by bard. 
worked men and invalids, Whon the 
beneficent locomotive reappears, and 
Shanghai is placed in ‘communiontion 
with those protty and hoalthfal spots 
from which we are now so much cut 
off, China will prove a far less irkeome 
place to live in, and eventually ‘there 
will not be such a desiro for premature 
retirement, The man who now longs 
to leave Shanghai or Peking for Lon- 
don, aud who foels 80 utterly lost and 
uncomfortable when le gets there, will 
be content to live hero longer, and his 
life will be @ healthior, because 8 moro 
changofal ono, than it -has proved 
hitherto. 














RELIGIOUS PERSECUTION, 
Reticiovs toleration became an under- 
stood prinoiple in Bngland in tho time 
of William the ‘Third, whon the Toler 
tion Act was passed. ‘hat mon differ. 
ing in religions viowa should live at 
peace one with another and be equal 
men undor equal laws became tho creed 
of the Whig Party by degroes. ‘Tho 
abolition of the Corporation and Test 
Aots and Catholic Emancipation worked 
powerfally on the. public mind in ron- 
doring olear to mon's apprehension tho 
pr ‘le of religious toleration, Tho 
writings of Sir James Macintosh and 
Syduey Smith helped to convert the 
English mind to accept toleration as a 
acoessity, ‘hose who could be ruled 
by philosopby listened to Maciutosh. 
Those who were vuluerable only to tho 
shafts of sarcasm surrendered at dis~ 
cretion to Smith. The Oxford revival 
of interest in religious questions led to 
(he pabiication of Mr. Gladstone's work 
on Church and State, and this brought 
Macaulay on the arena, who, by his 
richly pictorial style and fondness 
for history, mnde the doctrine of 
religious equality familiar to all his 
multitudinous readers in both hemi- 
spheres. At the present time men of 
all political parties iu English-speaking 
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are in favour of religious 
In Holland porsecution re- 
sulted in toleration. In Switzerland, 
the independent. existeuce of the com. 
monwealth made it requisite that Catho- 
licaaud Protestants should bear witheach 
other, aud as. a consequence there are 
‘oburobes in that country in which divine 
worship is porformed ou the same day 
at one hour by Catholics, aud at another 
hour by Protestants, On the whole, 
religious toleration in Europe has been 
slow in arriving at its present ad- 
vanood position of security, bub the age 
of persecution cannot returo, Pablio 
opinion is too onlightoued and too 
powerful to admit of retrogression. This 
is clear from tho tone of treaties such 
as those made with China by Rui 
France, Englaud, and Americ All 
these nations deliberately united in 
domanding religions toleration, their 
Goveruments being aware: that it is 
not wise, right, or possible to prevent 
the eprend of Christianity in China, 
Religious perseoution in old China 
was a result of the spread of Buddhism, 
thongh not at first. Christianity began 
to propagate itself in Huropo about tho 
same timoasBuddhismin China, Buatthe 
reigning powerlooked very differently on 
these two religions, Rome wasangry with 
the Christiaus because they refused to 
worsliip the popular gods, and seemed 
to be atheists, When, in consequence 
of persecation, their meotings wero 
held seoretly, the Emperors became 
afraid of polition! objects in their 
and willingly issued new 
perseouting decrocs to enforce uni- 
formity aud promote tranquillity, while 
they pleased tho ignorant hatred of 
the people. During these ten geueral 
persecutions which in the Roman 
empire lasted two conturies and a half, 
the Buddhists sprond their tenets in 
China in pence, But the very unture 
of monnsticism awoke fears in the 
bosoms of statesinen, after about three 
huudred years, whou the number of 
monks and naus was vory groat; tho 
abstraction of so many from the par. 
suils of agriculture and othor industries 
was much observed, aud the State began 
to ask if it was right that such malti- 
tudes should live without adding avy- 
thing to the revenues of the country. 
The Taoists were rendored extremely 
jonlous by the popularity of the 
Buddhists, who have at all times 
exceeded them in numbers, Some- 
times the chief cause of a severe 
persecution was- Taoist superstition 
operating on the Emperor's mind. 
Uubappily government in Ohiua is des- 
potio, If the sovereign makes a law 
it- must be carried out, however unjust 
and cruel it may be. If ho chooses to 
confiscate copper images in temples no 
one can venture to resist. The perse- 
cations of the Buddhists were, though 
severe, not numerous. They originated 
usually with unscrupulous and super- 
stitious sovereigns, Thus in A.D, 446 
a noted Taoist uamed Kou Chien-ohib 
propared au altar with olaborate de- 
corations on which to pray for the 
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Emperor’s happiness. ‘The aucient 
philosopher Lno-teze came down, ap- 
penred to the prieste, and bestowed on 
the Emperor the title “Leader of Great 
Peace.” The Emperor accepted this as 
agennine event, aud ordered the litle 
to be employed henceforth to mark his 
reign. In the persecution of A.D. 573, 
Confucian feeling influenced a Tartar 
voreign, Ho was convinced that the 
Six Classics and the school of the literati 
wore the best source of teaching. He 
condemned Buddhist and Taoist monks 
to go back to Ing life, and their books 
and images to be destroyed. In the 
Tang dynasty there were three causes of 
persecution whichinflaencedthe Govern- 
ment,—Confucian unb the desire 
jealousy. 
The severity of Uke persecution of 843 
may be judged of by the immense 
number of the monks aud nans who 
returned to common life. They wore 
260,500, Mavy millions of acres wore 
confiscated. Copper images wore made 
into current ooin, and gold aud silver 
images sent into the public treasury. 
Temples were destroyed in thousands. 
After the teuth century we hear little 
of persecution. ‘I'he immense force of 
widespread superstition was too much 
for the Government. The litorati and 
the ruling power continued to call 
Buddhism aud Taoism by the oppro- 
brious name of heresy, but they con- 
tonted themselves with this protest. 
Thoy did more: they mado new divivi- 
ties, erected new temples, expauded the 
idolatrous system, and accepted supersti- 
tion as ahelp in governing the people, bat 
never ceased for consistoncy’s sake to 
condemn it in theory. This is what they 
atill continue to do. 

‘A rovival of the porsecuting spirit 
followed the introduction of Chri 
ity. The Ming dynasty persecuted tho 
Roman Catholic converts, and the Man- 
chu dynasty has been still more severe. 
Bishops aud other European priests 
have been put to denth, and much 
ecolesiastical property las been con- 
fisonted, tive spirit of hatred 
agaivst Christianity as a religion of 
foreign origin lias been on various 
occasions exhibited. In tho reign of 
Yung Chéug this showed iteolf in the 
acts of governors of provinces who 
originated tho persecution that thas 
took place, the Government consenting 
to the mensure, but not initiating 
it. Tho Lettres Edifiantes instruct us 
clearly in this fact, viz, that goutry, 
officials, aud the Government have an 
intense dislike to the foreigner and bis 
religion. If the Emperor Yang Chéng 
had been a little less fond than he was 
of Buddhism and Taoism, aud if he had 
boon, like his father, an admirer of 
Buropean science, le would have treated 
the missionaries more kindly and 
thought better of the Christian faith. 
Tho Roman Catholic missions first aud 
last have had much to suffer from the 
persecuting spirit of the Government, 
and the converts of tho Protestant 






































missions Lave bad among them faithfal 
martyrs aud men who have beon the 





victims of no small share of evil 
speaking, stripos, imprisonment, and 
lose of property. It is most fortauate 
that religious toleration las wow won 
a place in international diplomacy from 
which it cannot be dislodged, and that 
Governments recognize the claims of 
tho oppressed on their sympathy, even 
when they belong to an alien race. 





‘THE CONSECRATION OF BISHOP BOONE, 
Tr is with tho utmost reluctance that 
we fiud ourselves compelled to touch 
upon a subject of painful consideration 
to many persons in Shanghai, Wo 
refer to the ciroumstances attending 
the recent consecration of Bishop Boone, 
—a step which is regarded in many 
quarters as exceedingly regrettable, aud 
in the performanco of which the con- 
secrating bishops appear to haye been 
very unfortunately placed. It is not 
our intention to enlarge upon, or even 
to mention, tho detnils of this uufor- 
tuunte affair. Suffice it to say that 
certain charges have been brought 
against the mauagement of St. Johu’s 
College, affecting in no small degree 
its reputation as a religious and educa- 
tional establishment, and reflecting 
upon tho newly-couseorated Bishop as 
its chaplain ‘and responsible bead. 
Theso charges wore sont home to 
Amerion, and the serious part of the 
business is that they are snid to Lave 
been deliberately withheld by the re. 
cipients from the cognizance of the 
electing bishops until after the election. 
Hore in Shanglni the main subject for 
regret is that Bishop Boono himeolf 
did not, for the sake of tho institution 
ovor which he presides, as woll as for 
that of tho prelates who were responsible 
for his consecration, insist himself upon 
a full and searching investigation of the 
whole matter, Theduty thus forced upon 
the bishops was from this cause a vory 
painfal oue, ‘To have declined to proceed 
with the coremony would have been to 
assume a serious responsibility, to onst 
a terrible slur upon the Bishop-clect, 
and to do much mischief, perhaps, to 
the mission causo in the eyes of the 
Chinese ; aud the only man who could 
have relieved them of this burden of 
divided duty by postponing bis own 
consecration nutil the matter could be 
cleared up did not see fit to do so, 
The service, therefore, proceeded, with 
“a cloud” upon it, That the investign- 
tion is inevitable, aud has only been 
postponed, is an additional reason for 
regretting that it did not take plaoo 
before. Documents are about to be 
published which it will not be possible 
to ignore, and the charges they contain 
will ave to be either substantiated or 
refuted. We scarcely need Scripture 
to tell us that if a bishop is to command 
the reverence of chose who are set 
under him, and exercise any influence 
upon the church and the world, he 
“ must be blameless,” and “have a good 
report of them which aro without, leet 
he fall into roproach.” Bishop Booue 
kuowe this as well as any mav, aud if 
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he has a clear consoieuce in this matter 
he will welcome, and not shirk, the 
opportanity that is shortly to be given 
him to explain much that needs explaua= 
tion so sorely. 





ST; ANDREW'S SOCIETY. 
Tue rocont decision of the Jocal St. 
Andrew's Society to give ueither ball 
nor diuuer this yoar in honour of their 
patron saint will no doubt have beeu 
regretted by many. It is perliaps ouly 
natural that those who have hitherto 
enjoyed the yearly munificence of the 
Soviety should feel a little disappointed, 
particularly Indies aud all who are fond 
of dancing. The dinners which in 
former years used to mark the auniver- 
sary reflected oven greater honour on 
the Scolsmen than the balls that have 
lately been preferred. ‘The latter enter- 
tainments afforded a fine opportunity 
for the display of ologant tastes and the 
exorcise of Invish hospitality ; the former 
wore remarkable for some of the fin 
er speechos ever dolivore 
inst. Tho‘ Bards and Authors’ 
and the ‘ Kicks and Universities’ were 
honoured, in most instances, by oratory 
of whioh no society in the world, per- 
hinps, need have been ashamed, and it is 
undeniable that if such speakers oxist 
among us now as flourished then, the 
abolition of the annual St. Audrow’s 
Dinuer has deprived them of their only 
| Opportunity of exercising their rare 
talent. On higher grounds, Lowever, 
wo aro by no meaus disposed to regret 
tho omission of any public act of 
hospitality this year, The St. Audrow’s 
Socioty is, as wo believe, a charit- 
ablo institution, the prime object of 
which is to afford peouniary assistance 
to Scotemen in distress; and the 
aunanl ball or dinner, which is given 
by eubscription among the mombers, 
is supposed to provide funds on 
which to draw for charitable purposes. 
In ono sense, in fact, it may be called 
& commercial speculation, the profit of 
which is to be devoted to charity; and 
if the end in view lind always been 
attained by the promoters, it is clear 
that tie harder the times tho greater 
tho necessity would be for raising 
funds. It is stated, however, that the 
harduess of the times, aud the conse. 
quout impecuniosity of people generally, 
constitute the reason why there is to 
bo neither ball nor dinner this year; 
the conclusion being that latterly, at 
all events, the annual festivity, instend 
of boing a soureo of profit for the bene- 
fit of distressed Scotsmon, ns actually 
Joft a loss, which hins of course to be 
defenyed by the Society. If this be 
the fact—ns wo beli is clear that 
the Society should not ontertain at all 
unless they con make a profit out of 
tho affair. The raison d'étre of the 
Society is not to exercise elegant and 
muuificent hospitality for the delecta- 
tion of Indies aud other visitors, 
but to provide fands for the deserving 
poor. As long as an entertainment 
does this, well and good ; then the more 
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they give the better. But the moment 
it is found that they cannot give enter- 
fainments without realising a heavy 
loss, the very renson for doing so no 
longer exists, and it behoves Uliem as a 
charitable Society to abstain, In a 
word, the hospitality exercised by any 
such association should be of precisely 
the snmo nature as tho hospitality re- 
commended by St. Paul to bishops. It 
is not to be imagined that the Apostle 
was insnloating the duty of giving di 
ner-parties and balls to rich people, but 
rathor that of feeding the poor and 
hangry ; and unless the St. Audrew' 
Society can procure the means of exe! 
cising charity to those who need it by 
entertaining those who do not, they aro 
right in abandoning a custom which 
does not forward the ends for which 
they exist. 

















‘THE BURIAL QUESTION. 
‘Tus squabbling that goes on occasion. 
ally in this place among certain religious 
coumunious over dead Lodies is nothing 
less than ghoulish, It is not 80. very 
long ago that the mombers of a certain 
rabid sect possessed themselves of the 
remains of a person who detested them 
and all their works, and insisted upon 
holding a service over him in the ceme- 
tery. ‘Tho other day n gentleman died 
suddenly from the effects of au accident, 
and again an unscemly contest arose 
about the right of burying him—a con. 
test quile as unseemly, aud not nearly 
80 august, as that mysterious quarrel 
which is snid to have takeu place be- 
tween Michael and Lucifer with refer. 
ence to the body of Moses. The in- 
cumbont of Trinity Cathedral, on being 
reqnested to conduct the fanoral service 
over tho remains, acceded, aud very 
properly declined to relinquish the duty 
on the rude demand of another person 
who had no right to interfere in the 
affair at all, It is well-known that 
the gentleman who was the innocent 
cause of the indooent exhibition was by 
no means an ardent supporter of the 
sect who claimed him as their own, and 
that Inttorly ho had been a not infe 
quent attendant at the Cathedral ser- 
vices. It is true, howover, tht he had 
formally relinquished the Church, aud 
sconce of the incum- 
bent to bury him according to the rites 
of the Church he had forsaken is there- 
fore greatly to the credit of that gentle~ 
man for charity, The threat that his 
assailant would oppose bim in anything 
he might do horoafter had no more 
effect upon the clergyman than the 
insolent promise that the former would 
support him and help him iu every 
way if he would only withdraw from 
his position: a promiso which, we 
believe, was mot by a quiet recom- 
mendation that the visitor should 
keep his offers of support uutil they 
were applied for. There are some

than protected. But it is to bo hoped 


-that we shall Lear no more of such 


discreditable affairs, ‘he employer of 
the decensed gentleman must hiave had 
some very good and strong reasons for 
insisting upon the” young mau's being

AN IMPENDING DANGER, 
In an article recently published in these 
columns, the Economist points out with 
considerable acumen, the “ true danger” 

ing to the present campaign: of 
China, ‘That a very serious 
risk is inourred of a collision between 
Franco and England, owing to somo 
unlucky contretemps ot blunder, is, wo 
fear, but true enough, and the risk will 
continue as long as over the const and 
seas of China are frequouted by Fronch 
meu-of-war on hostile errands bent, 
Iu the meantime, however, there is 
another danger which is threatening 
us, aud to this we thiuk it necessary to 
ite the attention of our authorities, 
China is now, and has been for some 
time past, raising levies with a.view to 
repulse the Freuch. ‘housauds are 
said to have rallied to tho standard, 
and these are no doubt able-bodied 
men with no partioular aim in life, 
who ate perfectly rendy to ran the 
risks of war in return for a considera. 
tion, Bat it is just this consideration 
that thoy do not get. ‘The soldiers who 
ave been fighting ngainst the French 
are all unpaid ; that is to say, their pay, 
like the pay of Chinese soldiers every. 
whore aud always,is months aud porlaps 
oven years in arrenr, ‘The chief difficulty 
experionced by Liu Ming-chuan in 
Formosa at the presont momont is said 
to be his atter Inck of money for the 
troops ; and while the piteous appeals 
he seuds to Poking for assistanco ato 
intercepted en route aud tampered with 
by vonal mandarius thore seems little 






























chanoo of his receiving any relief. 
When Tso ‘Tsung-Hang left Poking 
some weeks ngo ho made all the neces- 


sary arrangements for his duties 
Fakien but those for tho pay of his 
troops. This most important mattor, 
by a singular coincidence, he seoms to 
have overlooked ; and on his arrival at 
Nauking, when he applied to the Pra. 
vineial Treasury for fauds, found that 
nothing but the most trivial amount 
could be spared. It follows, then, as 
an absolute certainty, that very serious 
results will ensure from from this 
strange fatuily on the part of the mili- 
tary authorities, Soldiers who are uot 
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paid, and who are consequently ina 
half-starved condition, caunot. but. be 
dissatisfied; dissatisfaction will grow 
into disaffection, and they will simply 
refuse to fight. It is only Intely that 
we have heard of some of those un- 
fortunate men, who bad newly joined 
the army, thaking a raid upon the food. 
shops iu Li Hougkew. Who can blame 
them ? ‘They had not received one cash 
of pay, and they wore hungry. What 
wo think there is some reason to dread, 
thon, is the increasing number of such 
persons, We shall no doubt be hear- 
ing ore loug of gangs of disbanded aud 
moneyless braves wandering over the 
country, and laying hands on anything 
they can get. Neither discipline nor 
loyalty oan be looked for from soldier 
who ave expected to live on air and 
for nothing; they will certainly 
k their lives against the French 
out of sheer love of their own Govern. 
mont; they will, if not mutiny, just 
desert, and become a terror to the 
country-people wherever they may 
Lnppeu to go. And it is by uo meaus 
certain that in such a case as we are

room and in deference to which it was sup- 
posed that such formal constraint reigned in 
the place, and resuming the garments left in 
the hall the visitor as at Liberty to pass the 
soldier on guard and depart, wondering w! 
the fer would think and say if he 
could visit London and seo the hurry and 
bustle at the central post-office towards closing 
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Another and far more serious inconvenience 
to strangers in Kiachta arises from the pre- 
posterous superstition which leads the po- 
Pulace to suspect them of being the origin 
of any fires that may break out in the town 
where they reside, and Mr. Gilmour tells 
us of one unfortunate man who had run 
some considerable risk of being himself 
thrown into the flames. Dr. Edkins’s 
article on the old Chinese pronunciation will 
amply repay careful study, and Mr. Geo. 
W. Olarke's paper on the Aboriginal Tribes 
of Western Yiinnan is full of very curious 
and valuable information. The subject 
that promises to prove of most interest 
to archeologists, however, is that referred 
to by the Rev. Mark Williams of et 
his paper on Ancient Earthworks in China. 
‘This contribution is very short, and we 
therefore reproduce it as it stands :— 


From Kalgan to Yiiche are ancient mounds 
in clusters on the plain, or singly on eminences.

In some places, tho wall is levelled ; in other 
places it is perfect, making an acute angle at 
the summit. Cultivation has narrowed tho 
bases of the mounds, but superstition prevents 
their destruction. ‘To one familiar with the 
works of the mound builders in the Mississippi 
valley, the stone ax, the mounds, and circular 
wall suggest the same race. 

We need only refer to one more feature of 
the present number. ‘This is a letter on 
romanising Chinese names, and an uncom- 
monly foolish letter it is.’ Why, asks the 
writer, should wewrite Chang-pei-lun? Why 
not Chang Pei Lun? We answer that, as far 
as we know, nobody does write Chang-pei- 
lun. The scientific and, we believe, gener- 
ally accepted form is Chang Pei-lun. ‘This 
clearly distinguishes betweon the surname, 
which comes first and stands separately, 
and the cognomen or personal name, which 
consists of two characters ; and these twa 
characters should be joined by a hyphen. 
Besides, the writer falls into’a huge mis- 
take himself, in speaking of a cortain Chinose 
historian as Sz Macheng. Is he so ignorant, 
as not to know that this man had a double 
surname? The proper method of writing 
the name in question is Sz-ma Chéng, 
Chen-tu-fu of course is incorrect ; it should 
be Chéng-tuFu, It isa pity that the edito 
did not accede to his correspondent’s ro- 
quest to sot him right if he were wrong, 
But there are some contributors to the 
Recorder who would do well if they learnt 
to spell their own language before troubling 
their heads about romanising Chinese.

She is a fine ship ; her officers have en- 
deared themselves to the community, and 
her men are worthy representatives of what 
has ever been England’s greatest pride—her 
navy; and you stand to-day in the proud 
position of representing your ship and your 
ship’s company, and very worthily repre- 
senting it. Englishmen’ will always fight 
when duty calls them, but you have shewn 
yourselves ready to sacrifice your lives 
for your comrades. I am proud to decorate 
you with these medals, and you will be 
proud to wear them; for although your 
breasts may be covered with tokens of the 
share you take in your country’s battles, 
there is none can do you greater honour 
than those you receive to-day for saving 
your shipmate's life.”

‘We are entering upon a new and very 
promising phase of administration here. 
‘Phe Amor districts have been transformed 
into a General Government, of which Gen- 
eral-Adjutant Baron Korii, who has already 
arrived at Habarofka, has beon nominated 
Governor-General. According to all weare 
given toundorstand, he islikely to bea severe 
master, which however is desirable for 
those who have nothing to fear from strict 
control ; and the only apprehension may be 
that the proverb, which says that severe 
masters only reign a short time, may prove 
true in his case, as it did in the case of 
General Tighmenefi, the Governor in 1882, 
who wasonly able to keep his position forono 
ear, because he was rightcous and strict. 
erhiaps even one year of energetic govern- 
ing will be enough to clear the atmosphere, 
so that we may draw breath of pure ait 
in. Wo have by saying this not 20 
miuch Vladivostok, a3 the whole district, in 


our eye. Specially for Vladivostok tho 
new arrangement catrios this great advant- 
age, that the chiefs of the different depart- 


ments here will not have to await the 
sanction of their several ordinations from 
Irkutsk, which is4,000 versts distant, but will 
stand in near communication with their 
Governor-General ; perhaps eyen direct, as 
it is left to General Korff’s choice whether 
he will reside in Blagoreschensk, Habarofka 
or Vladivostok, the three chief towns of 
the disti It is a) understand that 
we, the citizens of fivostok, havo a 
lively wish that the General's choi 
may fall on our town, which, as it 
even now, may be counted as the centre 
of the social life of the whole district, and 
in case of being the central point in an 
administrative way too, would then be a 
place of importanco for Eastern Siberia 
without a rival. For practical use the 
Governor's residence in Blagoreschensk 
can hardly be thought of; this place 
is too far away from the rest of the 
sovernment. As a geographical centre 

fabarofka has the most advantages. But 
it would, on the other hand, not be advis- 
able from a strategical point of view to 
keop the head staff there, as itis situated on 
the border, and this border stretches 
1,000 versts away to the one as well as 
to the other side, Vladivostok is only to 
be menaced from the sea-side ; from the 
land-side it is protected by outposts which 
with perfect ease can be made ten times their 
present strength.

Even granted that the provision 
be good, the consumption here in tho 
town itself is not very large, as 9/10 of the 
troops are pee in a circuit of 2-300 
versts, and by the ways of communication 
through which it has to reach its several 
destinations, it is bound to suffer severely, 
if not to be spoiled altogether. But if wo 
first have colonizers who are satisfied with 
their lots and consequently do their work 
with pleasure and skill, then all the 
other wants under which we aro suffer- 
ing now will be supplied. Roads of com- 
munication will come naturally, the rich 
soil will give its plenty to the nearest 
place of consumption, the farmer can sell 
is surplus cattle, our hard silver roublo 
will no more travel into Corea and 
China, and—in happy times to come—tho 
millions that aro yearly transported from 
Cronstad to, for the most part, rot up here, 
will for the third, if not for the halt part, 
remain in the exchequer. By virtue of 
colonisation in proper places thoroughly 
carried through, we would get a footing 
up-country, and the growing generations 
who could not find room in the farms would 
come to the towns and remove our sorest 
trial, the Manzas, in whose hands not alone 
all the detail trade is but who also are our 
workmen and servants. The country is 
good, better than many suppose ; it hides 
treasures in itself which must bo taken 
advantage of by man. Now they are sendin;

The Hailoong was boarded by an officer 
from the Freuch frigate La Galissoniére at 
11 am, of the 22ud instant, and he 
nounced that a complete blockade of all 
the Formosan ports, from South Capo 
round by West Coast to Dome Poiut on 
East Const, would commence on the next 
ay, the 23rd instant, avd from that date 
until further notice, vessels would not be 
able to discharge or load any cargo at any 
Formosa ; as the Hailoong was 
at the time, she was allowed to 
continue doing so, and took in cargo aud, 
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passengers until 11 a.m. of the 23rd. The 
Firat to feel the force of the blockade was a 
fleat of soine 16 or 16 junks that came out of 
‘Vameui about noon of 23ed. ‘They crossed 
the Bar, and when rounding the Point off 
the Black Beacon, a shot was fired from 
the French cruiser Duguay Trowin warning 
them to go uo further, aud as no notice 
was taken of this a second shot was fired, 
but this only seomed to put the boatmen 
on thelr mettle, for sweeps and sculling 
oars wore worked vigorously and they all 
continned on their way.

THE PROTECTION OF FRENCH 
CITIZENS. 


A Communication from the Tao-t‘ai to the 
Consular Body. 

T have received a despatch from the High 
Commissioner of Trade of the Southern 
Soas, Tsing, saying that a document dated 
the 10th year of Kuang Hsii, 8th moon, and 
6th day Gort. 24th) had arrived from the 
Tsung-li Yamén through the Board of War, 
to the effect that the Yamén had received a 
communication from the Russian Minister 
stating that before France and China shall 
have been placed on their former footing all 
the-Fronch citizens wero to be put under 
the Russian protection ; at the same time 
requesting the Yamén’ to notify all tho 
provincial authorities that all matters con- 
corning French citizens should be referred 
to Russian Consuls, etc., etc. The Yamén 
in reply said that when poaco had been 
ruptured between two countries the subjects 
of one country were not ejected, but were 
even protected by the other; that this 
country was granting acts of special grace, 
and that the request for protection from a 
neutral Power was in perfect accordance 
with the principles laid down in the 
International laws. Only, in examining into 
the International laws, it was noted that a 
neutral Power could simply take care of 
(the subjects of belligerent State)but could 

ve no control over them, until the other 
belligerent Power was willing to accede to 
the request. On the Ist of the 8th moon 
(19th Sept) the Yamen received a com- 
munication requesting the Government of 
China to extend protection to the French 
residing in China ; also stating the Russian 
‘Minister had been asked to give protection, 
ete. etc. Tho Chinese Government had 
already in a Decree made known to all 
the world their intention of protecting 





'Y | the French citizens. As to the Russian 


protection being inaccordance withthe Inter- 
national laws, China must first give con- 
sent before the proposition could be carried 
into effect.

i. Gnarzow said, the first thing he did 
whon ho was spelen to about the starting 
of a swimming-bath was to ask the principal 
public bodies whether they would support 
it. As they would see by the correspon- 
dence which had been printed, he wrote to 
the Committee of the Recreation Fund ; 
but, ag was usual in Shanghai now, they 
were in low water. The Municipal Council 
were the same, and he found that it 
was impossible’ to start the bath as a 
public concern, ‘He then thought that the 
best thing to do was to make it a private 
Club, and he spoke to a number gentlemen 
and ‘they were kind enough to promise 
their names as a Provisional Committeo. 
His prospectus had been somewhat severely 
criticised on account of cortain restrictions 
in it ; but he thought is best to put these 
restrictions in, because if the Committee 
thought it advisable to admit the public 
they could still do so, while if they thought 
it inadvisable, it would be exccedingly 
difficult to keep the public out if thoy had 
once been admitted. Another point was 
that some people appeared to think it advis- 
able to make shares of lower value ; but ho 
thought it would be dificult to get sore 
than two hundred members, and if they 
had smaller shares they would require 
more. If they got the amount of Tis. 
20,000 they would be able at any moment 
to alter the rules and admit members 
who wero not shareholders. With re- 











‘gard to the question of a site, he had first 
applied to the Racket Court and asked 
jem whether they would be prepared to 
make any concession to the Swimming Club; 
but their answer wai not particularly 
favourable. Then he had a letter from Mr. 
Waters, who offered a very good site, 
though ‘he thought the price was somewhat, 
high. There were three sites which could 
be obtained, the highest price, being Ts, 
2,100. a mow, asked by Mr. Waters; but 
‘Mr. Waters had also offered another site at 
alower price, at the back ‘of ‘the Horse 
‘not quite so convenient a situation 
as the other, He thought it very advisable 
that a site should be obtained in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Maloo. With regard to 
the tctal extol sot of the bath, he did 
not thi would be able to get through 
it for Tis. 20,000—if they did it for that. 
They ought not, he thought, to give more 
than Tis. 5,000 for the site ; then a buildin, 
after the style of a plan which ho anbmittod 
would cost about ‘Tis. 13,000; and then 
there were pipes, fittings, heating apparatus, 
etc. But supposing the Bath were st 
it would not be necessary to run it all the 
year round; they would have a build- 
ing which, ‘if they wished, they could 
uso in the winter as a gymnasium or askat- 
ing rink. | He thought it should not be a 
lightly built structuro, but a building which 


"| could, at certain hours of the day, be thrown 


open to ladies, and which could be usod all 
the year round if required. With regard 
to the supply of water, Mr. Hart had given 
him an estimate of Tis. 1,500 Pet annum 
for a constant supply of water which he be- 
lieved would be ample for all purposes. If 
the shares wore fixed at Tis. 100, it would 
not be necessary to call the whole amount 
up at once, the amount would be called up 
in instalments of Tis. 25, with at least a 
month, and perhaps two or three months, 
between the instalments. 

‘Mr. Kixessauz suggested a site, con- 
taining three mow of ground, in the Kiangse 
Road between Ningpo and ‘Tientsin Roads 
—Messrs. Lane, Crawford & Co.'s old pro- 
posty. ‘The price was Tis. 20,000 ; but he 
had no doubt that an offer of considerably 
ess than that would be accopted. 

‘Mr. Warewnicur said that sito could 
not be obtained for anything like what was 
within their reach, ‘The price put it out of 
the question. 

Sir R. T. Rennie thought it very desir- 
able to know what support they could got. 
He suggested that a share-list should be 
opened at once. He thought they should 
cut their suit according to their cloth, and 
if they could not get a sufficient amount 
subscribed to start a woll-fitted bath with 
expensive et ceteras, they might start a 
more modest one, where at least they 
could get a good swim. For his part 
he should prefer a weil-fitted bath of the 
kind proposed, but could they raise suffi- 
cient capital? 

Mr. Gnartos said he had many promises 
of 51 upport ; but the amount actually pro- 
mised it present was of course not very 
considerable. He said it would be easy, of 
course, to start the bath on an economical 
scale first, and make additions afterwards. 
A good bath alone might be built for Tls. 
8,000; this, with Tls. 5,000 for the site, and 
fittings would bring the total up to about 
‘Tis. 15,000. 

‘Mr. Hanr said he know several persons 
who would take shares at Tis. 50, but not 
at Tis. 100. 

‘Mr. Warsewncur thought it would be 
difficult to raise Tis. 20,000 in shares of 
Tis. 50. 

Sir R. T. Rexste did not think it dosir- 
adle to go into details at this meeting ; but 
at the same time he wished to express his 
strong disapproval of admitting children. 
He knew a number of swinming-baths, and 
most of them were spoilt for adults by tho 
admission of children. 

After somo further discussion, 

‘The Cuataay proposed :-— 





“That this meeting approves of the 
scheme of starting a swimming-bath, as 
proposed by Mr. Gratton ; that the gentle: 
men named as the Provisional, Corumitteo 
on the prospectus be asked to continue to 
act as such Committee, and that they havo 

wer to add to their number ; and’ that 

ir. Gratton be asked to act as Honorary, 
Secretary to the Provisional: Committee, 
‘with power to receive applications for 
shares.” 

‘Mr. Warsewntonrr wished it to be under- 
stood that that did not commit the meeting 
to any of the details. 

Tho resolution was carried unanimously. 

‘Tho Cuarsan then stated that he had 
been asked to take the opinion of the meet- 
ing as to whether the shares should be Tls. 
50 or Tis, 100. Although therefore he was 
in favour of Tis. 100 he should propose :— 

“That the shares bo Tis. 50,” in order to 
test the feeling of the meeting. 

‘Mr. Boxapgav seconded the resolution, 
which was lost by a large majority.

ith all the criticism on Mr, 
telegrams from Fuochow to 
tho Times, it may not be inopportune to 
supplement what lias boon already published 
on the subject with the following remarks 
on them by the veteran correspondent of 
the Times during the Crimean War, Dr. 
W. H. Russell, at present editor of the 
Army and Navy Gazette. Iu that paper of 
30th August last the experienced observer 
of “a thousand fights” thus criticises 
Mr. Colquhouu’s telegrams :— 

“There has been a great outory over 
the bombardment of Foochow Arsenal. A 
Correspondent who never sao the like before 
or beheld such a rare spectacle was horrified 
by ships blazing, and corpses floating, and 
wounded men etrugg the river, and 
despatched an emotional telegram to the 
Times; aud the papers at once ery out 
‘Murder! cruel slaughter! massacre ! ete. 

‘The moral of this is, that had Mr. 
Colquhoun previously witnessed, as Dr. 
Russell had, the horrible realities of war, 
bloodshed, aud numerous violent deaths 
by shot and shell, he would haye most pro- 
bably not been horrified by the spectacle 
he witnessed on the Min river, and would 
have been less enthusiastic in ‘his descrip- 
tion of it, and have painted it in its natural 
ordinary colours.

‘TELEPHONIC TIME SIGNALS, 
In our daily issue there appears an 
advertisomont of the Time Signals whch 


the China aud Japan ‘Telephone Company 
propose to distribute to their subscsi 
Shanghai, Woe lately paid a vi 
Telephone Exchange on the Bund, where 
the working of the time-signals was ex- 
plained to us by Mr, Bishop. “It. is 40 
Ingenious and interesting that we describe 
the process for the benelit uf our read 

Tt appears that the telephone and. time- 
ball wires from Sicawei Obs 
Semaphore Station on the ; 
ass, en route, through the ‘Telephone 
xchange, aud are there connected with 
completeand special apparatus which enables 
the manager to judge for 
faction aud the security of the public of 
the stato of the lines and instruments at 
any momeut of the day, and to watch 
the indications given by Ue teluphone and 
test currents sent through from Sicawei 
to tho Time Ball, ‘These precautions aro 
necessary in view of the fact that the Timo 
Ball catmot be allowed any experimental 
falls, No latitude is allowed as in the caso 
of ordinary tolegeaph ur telephone work, 
It must be in perfect working order at one 
particular second of the day, or be uscloss, 
or worse than useless, for’ that 
next twenty-four hours. 
wired to di 
yughout the Settlement, it must be done 
without in tho least interfering with the 
Observatory lines; and this problem has 
boon solved iu the following simple though 
ingenious manner, ‘The current aent from

board. Above this gong a hammer, working 
on a pivot, is auspouded by a amail electro 
magnet, which is, through _ 
connected. with a local battery, which is 
put iuto action automatically ‘when the 
nutter is dropped by the noon signal from 
Sicawei Observatory. ‘The uoon signal 
therefore first drops the shutter, the shutter 
connects the battery, the battery actuates 
the clectro-maguet, which rolexsos tho 
hammer, which them strikes a loud blow 
he gong. So far al fectly plain ; 
1 remaius tho taal ributing the 
al blow to as many subscribers as ro- 
quire it. ‘This is accomplished in tho 
following beautiful and delicate mau 
About » foot beneath the gong, aud in 
no possible manner connected with the 
apparatus we have just described, is 
fixed a multiple carbon microphone’ and 
au induction coil, The secondary wire 
of this cuil is connected, one end to 
the earth and the other to a brass plate 
with numerous hules, At 6 minutes to 12 
tho Observatory sunds a “ Hoist the Ball” 
signal. As soon as this las beon ac- 
knowlodged the operator commences con 
necting all the subscribers who want 
the signal, with the brass-plate, by 
putting tho various wire pluge in ite holes, 
‘At nvon the current from Sisawei drops 
the shutter, and the hammer strikes tue 
Its loud vibrations are communi- 
ted through the door and the air to the 
microphone, causing it to vibrate in atrict 
harmony therewith; and thus the micro- 
phone, by means of the induction coil, 
sends the exact note of the gong through 
each line connected with it, the time 
required to do this has bo-n measured 
as uc:urately as is necessary, and found to 
be within two and three fifths of a second, 
So that such subscriber listening at his 
telephone hears the gong sound that 
amount of time slow, but as this is a 
constant error daily it ig of no. impor- 
tance. A few seconde after the gong hasbeen 
struck the operatur discunnects the wires 
from the induction coil and the business of 
the Exchange pursues its ordinary cou 








































































What strikes the uninitiated observer a8 
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very curious is this: that the Sicawei line 
is entirely disconnected from the goug 
et wire.
